An Astronomer In a llalloon. 


Monsieur Janssen, the founder of 


the observatory on tbe top of Mt.

Through him 
every child la that country knows the 
face* of Frederick the Great and the 
treat Emperor William, the two hero- 
monarahs of the Teutons. Although 
he U BOW 84 years old, the great paint- 
er i« keen of wit, brilliant of eye. and 
sound of judgment. The kaiser could 
hare no finer or abler critic to prompt 
his imperial taste in art. 'The eight- 
ieth anniversary of Menzel's birth was 
celebrated elaborately -t Berlin. The 
emperor prepared a -most .delightful 
surprise for the aged painter. When 
Mensel entered the room in which the 
big reception was held he was met by 
six enormous soldiers dressed in the

As the same man 
said: "There's honor, even among re- 
porters, or at least there's gratitude, 
We knew Mrs. Roosevelt's wish to 
keep herself and the children out of 
the papers, and after •her courtesy to 
us we were glad to respect that wish."

Several hundred head of 
milk cows were driven from residences 
along the Prado. the finest section of 
the city, and the majority of_these 
were sold by their owners.

These figures will seem 
enormous to American dairymen and 
farmers, who are able to purchase good 
milk cows for $40 each, but when the 
cost of good beef is 27 cents per pound, 
and the price of milk $1.50 a gallon, the 
prices here are taken into considera- 
tion, the rate is not excessive. Amer- 
icans who have beep, obliged to pay 
12 cen tares per glass for milk here 
are still wondering how the poor live. 
The latter do not drink sweet milk, 
that is certain. 
The parcfeassrs -of 


the cows removed from residences in- 
tend to take them into the country, 
where there is abundant pasture. The 
fodder formerly supplied them was the 
coarsest-kind of grass, more like young 
cornstalks than anything else, and this 
fodder was fed to the cattle in stalls 
They were not given beds to He upon, 
and from standing -and lying on -the 
cold stone floors of their stables the 
majority contracted sores on hoof and 
body, and could scarcely walk when 
taken by the attendants to the drink- 
ing place, generally at the rear ot the 
stable. The American authorities have 
the blessing of the Cuban cattle, if 
they haven't that of the "Cuban senor.
